REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To the Citrzens of Dunbarton: 


It is our privilege and duty to submit the following 
facts and suggestions : 

Last year the ‘‘card catalogue system” was intro- 
duced, which has proved of great value to our librarian 
and those patronizing the library in person. 

This year a simple list catalogue has been provided, 
at an expense of about ten cents a copy, for the use of 
all citizens in the home. Nearly all families have been 
supplied with a copy. 

A list of the new books and catalogue numbers will 
be found year by year in the town report, which can be 
detached and placed with the list catalogue, thus 
enabling each family to have a complete list of the 
circulating books of the library. 

It is hoped that with the use of these list catalogues 
those living at a distance can by clubbing together avail 
themselves of the privileges of the library as well as 
those.nearer. If the people of localities will gather 
their books at one place and have them ready in a box, 
together with the catalogue numbers of say from three 
to six books desired for each person, as the first one or 
two on the list may be out, undoubtedly our local mer- 
chant, when taking orders or delivering goods, will, 
for a reasonable fee, express the books to our librarian 
to be changed and return the new ones. 
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This is the method used in many other places having 
outlying districts. In this way every book is sure to be 
returned to the library at least every three weeks, and 
thus is subject to the call of any person throughout the 
town. 

From the report of our librarian it is plain that the 
library is becoming more popular year by year. 

We would call the attention of the public to the rules 
of the library printed in the front of each book.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 
To the Board of Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN :—We believe steady progress has been 
made during the year 1901. 

A new chimney has been provided by the town, 
much to the comfort of the Librarian and all patrons. 

Library catalogues have been provided for the home. 

Twenty-four books have been purchased, several 
State records and journals of the House and Senate, 
1901, have been given by the state, while a large num- 
ber of records and reports have been sent from Wash- 
ington through the kindness of Hon. Henry E. 
Burnham. 

Still others have been given by individuals, viz. : 

‘¢ Memorial Addresses on the Life and Character of 
Frank G. Clark.” ‘* Equality,” given by Sam Eshen- 
bach. ‘*Semi-Centennial,” given by Mrs. Herbert 
Eastman. ‘‘Old Home Week Addresses,” by ex- 
Governor Rollins. 

About 1,250 books have been given out during the 
year, which is 33 per cent. more than the number given 
out last year. 

Fines to the amount of one dollar and thirty-nine. 
cents have been collected, and it would be well for all 
to remember that any one keeping books out over three 
weeks must pay a fine of one cent a day, for each 
book, for the additional time, and the fine must be paid 
before any more books are taken out. 

There are about 700 circulating books and some 300 
reference books, records, etc., making about 1,000 
books in the library.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


To the Dunbarton School District: 


To say what has not been said relative to the vital 
importance of education is not easy; but that it is the 
duty and privilege of every intelligent citizen to work 
for its advancement is but the universal conviction. 

For the past few years this interest has found expres- 
sion in various ways, the objective point being to better 
the condition of schools in the rural sections of the state. 

To accomplish this end legislation has been secured, 
by giving aid from the State’s treasury, which guar- 
antees to all persons of school age a fair and adequate 
amount of school privileges, and also makes it possible for 
all who wish, to have the advantage of a high school at 
the expense of the town of which they are residents. 

Now this favorable legislation will be without value 
to us if the work in our common schools is permitted to 
go on without plan or method. 

Not that we have not had some general plan in the 
past, but the course of study pursued has been dictated 
more by the inclination of the scholar than in any other 
way; good results have followed, but much time has 
been lost. From year to year some of our scholars have 
entered high schools in other places; more might have 
entered but for various reasons did not; now the privi- 
lege comes to all. Under existing circumstances it 
seems advisable that the present course of study should 
be changed in such a way as to give a more uniform 
qualification than now exists. This will save much 
time in the preparatory course, and bring no ill to any one. 
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The point to be reached is that every scholar at the 
age of fourteen or fifteen shall be ready to enter the 
high school. 

This object before them will stimulate them in their 
work, tend to better attendance and give inspiration to 
all school work. 

The direction of all school work devolves upon the 
the school board and teachers, yet the co-operation of all 
patrons of our schools will do much to help on in the 
good work. 

The record of the past year shows that good work 
has been done in all our schools. 

Teachers and scholars have applied themselves to 
their work with an earnestness worthy the highest 
commendation. The results have been most satisfactory. 
The usual course of studies has been pursued. In 
some schools vocal music has been taught with pleasing 
results. This should be included in our course of study. 
Our schools are in fine condition; let every one help on 
in the good work, knowing that education is the true 
base of good citizenship.
